Out the experience many years the Insti- 
tute has developed plan organization for per- 
forming these functions designing, defining and 
doing. The plan recognizes two phases Institute 
activities—one national and the other local. 

Its national affairs are the responsibility the 
Officers, the Directors and the national Committees. 

Its local affairs are the responsibility the Chap- 
ters—their officers, committees and members. 

arranging this distribution functions, the 
founders made possible for national leadership 
function—through discussions, personal meetings, 
and correspondence, with knowledge the 
general conditions affecting each major problem. 

Chapter action equally important national 
action. fact, except few special cases, the 
national responsibility cannot discharged effec- 
tively unless the Chapters perform 
Strong Chapters are the foundation for strong 
Institute. Chapter strength condition prece- 
dent. 

The allocations national affairs Officers 
and Committees are described the By-laws, Con- 
vention Resolutions, and instructions the 
President. Each Committee responsible for the 
development the scope and details its work, 
and for action making its program 

The present standing and special committees may 
conveniently listed according their major re- 
sponsibilities under three classifications, correspond- 
ing with the three objects the Institute. The 
names the committees indicate the general char- 
acter their functions.

much for the general background. 

Now for the specific action which has been taken 
the Institute authorities since the present admin- 
istration assumed its responsibilities June Ist. 
The Directors, the post-convention meeting 
Milwaukee, abolished seventeen the thirty old 
special committees; reestablished thirteen them; 
and created four new special committees—namely, 
Housing, Construction Industry Relations, Con- 
vention Program, and History the Institute. 
The work some the old committees had 
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been completed and the continuing functions 
the others, which were not reestablished, have 
been assigned either the reestablished 
the new committees. The effect consolidate 
the forces the Institute, and assure greater 
results certain vital objectives. 

The Committee Housing will take its field 
the entire subject housing, including the work 
the former Committees Small Houses and 
the Economics Site Planning and Housing. 
addition, this Committee will responsible for 
conferring with the officials the Housing Divi- 
sion the Public Works Administration, with the 
Federal Housing Administration, and with the 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation. will 
advocate the right relation the architect 
these Federal programs. Also, the Committee will 
present for the consideration the Institute com- 
prehensive program for the solution the national 
housing problem. 

The Committee Construction Industry Rela- 
tions takes over the continuing functions the 
former Committees Industrial Relations, Build- 
ing Practices, Health and Safety, and Architects’ 
Code—in accordance with the intent Conven- 
This Committee will also main- 
tain relations with the other elements the con- 
struction industry, such the engineers, the con- 
tractors, the producers, exclusive the field covered 
the Structural Service Committee. 

The Committee Program for the 1936 Con- 
vention was established that might have 
full year develop program interest and 
value the delegates. was particularly in- 
structed restrict the business sessions much 
possible and expand the sessions having 
with architecture its aesthetic scientific 
phases. 

The Committee the History the Institute 
was formed accordance with the Convention res- 
olution for that purpose. 

rule, the memberships these national com- 
mittees will small, with chapter representatives 
those cases that appear desirable. This scheme 
will make possible for the committees meet 
many cases, but where that impossible, dis- 
cuss their problems correspondence within the 
limits the practicable. Large committees spread 
all over the United States are not practical. 
order that the committees may maintain that con- 
tact with all Institute members which neces- 
sary, chapter representatives will appointed 
receive communications from the committees, 


collect information for them, and act their 
respective territories. 

The names the chairmen and vice-chairmen 
who will direct the national committees for the com- 
ing year are printed elsewhere this number 
Tue They are called contribute 
their time the advancement the Institute, and 
the accomplishment its objectives. They will 
effective just far the members the Insti- 
tute back them their various fields activity. 

The Chapters and the individual members are 
the foundation The Institute. have written

service field which the commercial agent 
has given more attention than has the architect;

secret that unless architects can find 
way meet the need for adequate plans, speci- 
fications and supervision, others must fill this gap 
the process making government aid available 
citizens. Members the Institute are urged 
not neglect this opportunity for service,—not 
fail meet this call perform useful part 
society.

Federal Housing Administration seeks 

the cooperation the architectural pro- 
fession raising American housing standards. 

Two distinct and equally vital opportunities 

exist almost every community the country, 

(1) one lies the type dwelling structure most 


typical given community and (2) the other 
with the builders and owners, who, because 
location insufficient means, have not had 
adequate architectural services made available 
them. The possibility capitalizing these 
opportunities depends the extent which 
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Mr. Colean’s letter—Continued 


architects can exert their influence the com- 
munity. 

(1) While American communities have been 
characterized being monotonously similar 
their organization and appearance, none the 
less true that nearly every city any considerable 
age size has developed variety dwelling 
types more less peculiar itself, which through 
widespread copying have come generally 
looked upon builders and tenants alike 
acceptable housing. Outstanding examples 
such local types are the row house Baltimore, 
the somewhat different row house Philadelphia, 
the “income-bungalow” Buffalo, the sub- 
division bungalow Detroit, the two-flat building 
Chicago, the patio bungalow San Francisco. 

This typically local housing has been developed 
wholly outside the influence the architectural 
profession. The creation its form, except inso- 
far has been dictated the pattern land 
subdivision and land price, has been largely 
accidental, and the persistence its form has 
been matter habit. case there evidence 
any conscious thought directed the evolution 
type especially fitted the life the com- 
munity which happens exist; and rarely 
will the typical local development found 
conform any standard light, air, privacy, 
comfort convenience which acceptable the 
informed physician, social worker architect. 

Without some positive force being brought 
bear, the prospect improvement the charac- 
ter this housing, which comprises the shelter 
substantial proportion the population, 
slight; and, due the ingrained habits develop- 
ers and builders and the sentiments owners 
and occupants, resistance change extremely 
strong. 

The only force broadly available that the 
architectural profession may exerted 
through its local professional groups and organi- 
zations. vital the future our civic 

source remunerative endeavor, that architects 
become acquainted with the housing typical 
their communities, and that they study whatever 
causes have prompted its existence and gauge the 
sentiment which makes for its persistence. Then 
they can develop such improvements type 
such changes type as, while satisfying local 
requirements and sentiments, will produce hous- 
ing that more healthful and more livable. 

(2) The second opportunity lies the field 
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small structures everywhere and dwellings 
all types the small communities. Neither the 
small dwelling the large center nor the majority 
dwellings small centers has any important 
degree known the benefit architectural service. 
some extent the commercial stock plan has 
offered partial substitute but considerable 
number cases any drawings specifications 
worthy the name are non-existent, while 
anything architectural super- 
vision The result not only that the 
dwellings the classes mentioned are usually 
poorly planned, ill-adapted locale, unattractive 
appearance, and uneconomical their utili- 
zation materials, but that the inadequacy 
contract documents and supervision leave buyer 
and builder alike subject unforeseen costs. 
Here again matter which probably best 
attacked through group action. The individual 
architect, due inexperience and lack 
sufficiently broad contact, frequently unable 
work profitably this field. Moreover, not 
the individual practitioner who sell himself 
but the whole idea architectural service which 
must sold. Widespread changes professional 
techniques and practices must adopted 


make architects effective this type 


work. Group action, certainly the outset, 
seems advisable. 

The two types housing which have been 
referred constitute easily eighty percent the 
residential building units this country. The 
magnitude this field provides opportunity for 
millions dollars fees which the architectural 
profession through its neglect has lost itself, 
just the community has lost the values arising 
from sound, economical and comfortable dwell- 
ings. Ready-made answers these problems 
are not found, and satisfactory solutions, 
reached all, will reached only after the most 
diligent and whole-hearted study and experiment. 

addition the problems outlined above, 
many communities there exists absolute lack 
knowledge the value and technique 
providing adequate drawings, specifications and 
other documents the basis for the contract 
when building home. many areas almost 
impossible secure such documents because the 
trained personnel does not exist. The Federal 
Housing Administration requires such documents 
for commitment insure mortgage for new 
construction and finding extremely difficult 
secure these adequate form many localities. 
The provision these documents very impor- 
tant, and time spent publicizing their essential 


value should result greater appreciation 
their value and the value the services 
architect. 

The possible rewards, however, which await 
success are not only increased income but 
increased influence the profession the social 
and economic world. This objective merits all the 
efforts which can now applied its attain- 
ment. The Federal Housing Administration will 
glad cooperate with any such endeavor 
communities where its offices are located, 
conjunction with its avowed endeavor raise the 
standard housing and bring about greater 
activity that branch the construction 
industry. 

For the past few years, the inactivity the 
building industry has greatly limited the archi- 
building the Federal Housing Administration has 
launched program which, through the insurance 
loans (1) refinancing existing homes and (2) 
mortgages for new homes, designed induce 
lending institutions loan money. The proper 
establishment stabilized mortgage market, 
and the provision market for labor and 
materials dependent increased building 
program, vital issue present. the 
architect prepared educate, not only his 
clients but the potential clients his locality 
concerning the importance the Federal Housing 
Administration program, will much 
create confidence and stimulate building, resulting 
direct benefit the architectural profession. 
The architect the logical general advisor for his 
client, and should prepared assist him the 
study the financial set-up and recommend 
the most appropriate type financing addition 
offering the traditional architectural services 
the design, construction and supervision the 
client’s project. 

For the information architects who desire 
aid and participate this work sug- 
gested that heads local groups architects 
meet with the Chief Architectural Supervisor 
and develop concerted program action along 
the lines the insurance program outlined the 
following notes. 


Title the National Housing Act (1934) 
provides for Mutual Mortgage Insurance system 
for loans residential properties. These include 
dwellings for from one four families and low- 
cost housing developments for number family 


units located one more structures. the 
former types buildings, mortgages may 
insured when they not exceed $16,000, repre- 
sent not more than 80% the appraised value, 
and are amortized monthly over period 
not more than twenty years. low-cost housing 
projects, maximum amortized mortgage 
$10,000,000 may insured. The Federal Housing 
Administration permitted insure the re- 
financing existing properties $1,000,000,- 
000 and insure similar amount mortgages 
for new construction. 


ADMINISTRATION 


The architect should fully informed about this 
plan insurance and the policies the Federal 
position give his client accurate information 
the requirements for eligible properties, procedure 
making applications for loans, lending agencies 
cooperating with the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration and other data which will facilitate the 
financing his client’s property under the Mutual 
Mortgage Insurance plan. Both the architect 
and the Federal Housing Administration may 
benefit cooperation placing this system 
before the public 


ADMINISTRATION CIRCULARS 


The Federal Housing Administration offers 
variety comprehensive data which will 
value the architect his understanding the 
regulations and policies which govern the insurance 
mortgages residential properties. Since the 
bulk the architects’ clients are interested 
present residential structures, the architect 
should study the series circulars. They may 
secured from the local District Insuring Office 
the Federal Housing Administration, Washington, 
D.C. 


(Revised June 24, 1935) 


This circular gives the Administrative rules 
the Federal Housing Administration for Mutual 
Mortgage Insurance, and includes the regulations 
governing the approval mortgagees, list 
institutions eligible approved mortgagees, the 
procedure for application these agencies the 
Federal Housing Administration, both, and 
the types mortgages eligible for consideration 
these agencies. defines the qualifications 
eligible mortgagors and the general rules determin- 
ing eligible properties, well definitions 
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terms used all sections the rules. sets 
limits, rates, and permitted charges insured 
mortgages, classifies the types mortgages 
they relate risk characteristics, maturity dates, 
premium charges, etc., and gives other valuable 
information relating the rights and duties 
approved mortgagees, and assignments. copy 
the National Housing Act (1934) with specific 
reference Title may consulted, but the 
above circular covers the essential portions 


this Act. 


No. STANDARDS 


keeping with its stated aims, 
improvement housing standards and con- 
ditions” the Federal Housing Administration has 
set forth both minimum and desirable property 
standards covering neighborhoods, 
tion, designs, plans, accommodations, construc- 
tion, and service and equipment. at- 
tempt maintain high standards where they 
exist and raise them elsewhere. important 
that the architect familiar with these, for they 
establish the physical requirements for properties 
which constitute eligible security for mortgage 
loans. The Federal Housing Administration 
believes that the aim improving housing con- 
ditions setting standards for light, ventila- 
tion, construction, etc., aids the realization 
economically sound stable residential real 
estate values.

Circular No. states the policy the Federal 
Housing Administration assisting the operative 
builder, and defines the special regulations cov- 
ering the various types insured mortgage com- 
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mitments, and the method for the submission 
these projects. The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration cooperates with the architect its attempt 
stabilize this branch the building industry 
and opens the way for his employment 
establishing sound property standards. The 
architect should prepared advise these 
clients well the individual home owner.

Architects recognize the importance con- 
trolled community development, both from the 
standpoint desirable social and physical 
environment and the stabilization property 
values. This Circular states the policy the 
Federal Housing Administration with regard 
subdivisions and the standards which 
determines the eligibility properties located 
within them upon which insured mortgages may 
desired. sets minimum well desir- 
able standards for new developments, and further 
recommends methods for overcoming defects 
existing subdivisions. seeks prevent irration- 
urban growth requesting statements 
demand and marketability residences located 
these areas, and outlines the procedure for the 


-commitments insure properties. These appli- 


cations are made direct the insuring office 
the territory which the subdivision located. 


GENERAL 


The architect should familiar with the 
various methods making application for insured 
mortgages approved mortgagees and the 
Federal Housing Administration, and with the 
fact that possible make direct application 
the Federal Housing Administration. The 
architect should know the approved mortgagees 
located his neighborhood. will his 
advantage becomes acquainted with the 
state Federal Housing Administration Director 
and the Underwriting Staff, including the chief 
underwriter, mortgage risk examiner, valuator, 
and the architectural supervisor. These contacts 
will valuable establishing source 
information and permit greater cooperation. 
Also should acquainted with the appraisal 
methods and the method risk-rating properties, 
order that may better advise his clients 
concerning the factors which the belief the 
Federal Housing Administration make for stabiliy 
real estate values.

will valuable study Federal Housing

APPLICATIONS FOR SUBDIVISIONS 


the policy the Administration request 
information the subdivision which the 
mortgaged property located. Federal Housing 
Administration Form No. 

This 
requests information the physical aspects 
the site, accessibility, utilities, streets, parks, 
restrictions, planning, finance and other pertinent 
data. informal opinion may secured 
new undeveloped subdivision from the Federal 
Housing Administration Insuring Offices and will 
often save both client and architect time and 
expense the area unsuitable for sound insured 
mortgages consultation the subdivision 
may made meet the standards set 
the Federal Housing Administration. 


For Low-Cost Projects 


Low-cost housing provides for loans public 
housing authorities, private limited dividend 
corporations, and other agencies restricted law 
the Administrator relation rents, rates, 
methods operation, etc. The architect may 
submit survey the proposed project the 
Federal Housing Administration, Washington, 
Federal Housing Administration Form 
No. 2013, “Initial Information required 
Sponsors Low-cost Housing Projects” accom- 
panied plans and specifications. may secure 


preliminary informal opinions from this source 
prior the filing formal application. 


Loans 


Where commitment insure mortgage 
new dwelling has been issued, will usually 
the case that the prospective mortgagee will make 
construction loan the applicant. for some 
reason this arrangement not feasible, construc- 
tion loans should obtainable from any member 
institution the Federal Reserve System, since 
such loans based upon commitment for 
insured mortgage are eligible for rediscount. 

Where low-cost housing projects are involved, 
the insured mortgage becomes effective the 
outset the project and the funds are paid out 
the construction work done. 


The Federal Housing Administration Mutual 
Mortgage Insurance Planwith the proper education 
the public, can one the greatest factors 
the revival the American building industry. 
The architect position take advantage 
this program, and the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration wishes cooperate making available 
him information concerning its program and 
its regulations order that may make use 
the plan develop work for himself and the 
same time aid accomplishing the aims the 
legislation, improved housing standards, stabili- 
zation the residential real estate and mortgage 
markets and revival the building industry. 

The Federal Housing Administration invites 
the submission alternate methods for ac- 
complishing these improvements the building 
industry. 


CTING Federal Administrator 
Stewart McDonald announced June 
the new administrative rules 
tions governing the mutual mortgage insurance 
plan under the amended National Housing Act, 
into effect once every insuring office 
each the States. 
Chief among the changes are the following: 
Reduction the maximum interest rate allowed 
all classes insured mortgages flat five 
per cent per annum. This the maximum. 
Lower interest rates may charged the 
lending institutions. 
Reduction the insurance premium all 


classes insured mortgages flat one-half 
one per cent per annum. 

Refund the form credit all mortgagors 
who have been paying insurance premiums 
the old rate one per cent per annum certain 
classes mortgages. 

Administrator McDonald said the procedure 
for obtaining mutual mortgage insurance also 
has been greatly simplified, both for the present 
prospective home owner and for the financial 
institution extending the mortgage loan. 

One the immediate effects the revised 
regulations should added acceleration 
the volume mortgage insurance business the 
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Administration. view the fact that the 
volume business under Title increasing 
much more rapidly than was anticipated, has 
been considered sound reduce the rate the 
insurance premium order reduce the cost 
insured mortgages homeowners. 

Administrator McDonald summarises the chief 
features the revised regulations follows: 

The maximum interest rate allowed for all 
classes home mortgages insured the Federal 
Housing Administration established five per 
cent per annum. Any financial institution making 
mortgage loan may charge rate less than five 
per cent. 

Under the old regulations, the maximum in- 
terest rate certain classes mortgages was 
five per cent, while five and one-half per cent was 
the maximum for other classes. 

Insurance premiums all classes mort- 
gages are reduced one-half one per cent per 
annum the original face value the mortgage, 
and this regulation made retroactive. Home 
owners who have been paying the old premium 
rate one per cent certain classes mortgages 
will receive credit one-half one per cent 


the insurance premiums already paid advance 


payments future insurance premiums. 

Annual premiums mortgages insured under 
the new regulations will payable the date 
the mortgage was insured rather than hereto- 
fore July each year. 

The maximum charge financial institution 
permitted make for servicing all classes 
mortgages one-half one percent per annum 
for the purpose reimbursing the institution for 
the service connection with making monthly 
collections, payment taxes, fire insurance, etc. 

The regulations have been liberalized that 
mortgage companies with sound capital funds 
$100,000 instead the previous requirement 
$250,000 may now qualify approved mortgagees 


modernization credit financial institu- 
tions for improvement properties under the 
$50,000 provision the amended National 
Housing Act opens new market which should 
direct benefit practically all industry and 
indirect benefit the nation whole. 

These revised regulations have been sent all 
Federal Housing offices and all financial 
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otherwise acceptable. The principal activity 
approved mortgagee must the mortgage 
business, unless under the inspection and 
supervision government agency, unless 
organization investing permanent trust 
endowment funds. 

Organizations investing permanent trust 
endowment funds may approved mortgagees 
even they are not corporations. 

One the most important changes that 
the institutions holding insured mortgage 
which default will, effect, receive interest 
the outstanding principal amount the mort- 
gage loan from the time foreclosure proceedings 
are instituted. This interest, from the date the 
beginning the foreclosure proceedings the 
date the debenture bonds are issued the Federal 
Housing Administration exchange for the 
foreclosed property, added the face amount 
the debenture bonds, and calculated the 
same rate which provided the debenture 
bond. This provision made retroactive cover 
mortgages insured after May 28, 1935, the 
date when the amendment providing for such 
payment became effective. 

Heretofore, the holder defaulted mortgage 
lost the interest the investment from the time 
the home owner defaulted payments until such 
time the mortgage was foreclosed and the 
property turned over the Federal Housing 
Administrator, unless the proceeds from the sale 
the property were enough cover this item. 

This provision, was explained, vaults the 
main objection the mutual mortgage plan 
states where long periods 
vail—especially where moratorium laws are 
effect. 

Insured mortgages will become due the 
first day any month making maturity 
classifications each year. Under the old 
regulations, all insured mortgages matured only 
one day each year, June 30. 


institutions approved under Title the National 
Housing Act. 

Under the amended Act, the regulations gov- 
erning modernization credit for improvement 
individual homes, farm properties, churches, 
clubs, public buildings and similar properties 
remain substantially the same. The maximum 
limit for each such property fixed under pro- 
visions the Act $2,000. This type credit 


being handled separate class and being 
extended for the purpose making additions, 
alterations, repairs and improvement real 
property, including also such new construction 
garages and certain other similar structures.
